have  fresh  fallacies  to  be  fed  upon — fresh  il- 
lustrations of  the  mischievous  oharacter  of 
that  nation  whioh  had  the  audacity  to  spring 
up  bnt  yesterday  and  of  the  dangerous  ten- 
dencies of  its  inetitutions.  In  the  Parliament 
and  in  the  press  the  English  people  are  being 
taught  to  consider  that  war  with  America  is 
a  calamity  that  may  happen  any  day— that 
the  unruly  spirits  whioh  guide  the  destinies  ol 
the  Republic  era  already  directing  their 
avaricious  eyes  to  the  contiguous  British 
territory,  and  that  the  combined  legions 
of  North  and  South,  so  far  from  having 
their   thirst  for   human    blood  assuaged 
by  tbe  resent  strife,  have  only  had  their  ap- 
petites a  little  whetted  by  the  exercise,  and 
are  ready  for  that,  desired  morsel— the  North 
Amerioan  territory  of  Great  Britain.

Naw  York,  April  30.— The  Herold's  New- 
born correspondent.  April  27,  says  tbe  lamen- 
tations ol  Sherman's  army  over  tbe  assassi- 
nation of  Lincoln  suddenly  turned  to  rejoi- 
cing at  tbe  appearance  of  Grant.  Tbe  terms 
granted  to  Johnston  embraced  in  the  surren- 
der 4  armies  of  tbe  military  divisions  of  tbe 
West,  bat  excluding  that  of  Dick  Taylor, 
lying  west  of  the  Cbattabooobie  Biver. 

Among  the  generals  surrendered  is  Beaure- 
gard. The  principal  among  the  Lieutenant- 
Generals  is  Hardee.    Bragg,  lately^reheved 

°f  Wade^amSon  wfwsed  to  surrender,  and 
is  reported  to  have  been  shot  by  Johnston  in 
aa  altercalion  ;  but  tbe  more  trustworthy  re- 
port it  that  he  fled  into  tbe  oountry  with 
Jeff.  Davis.  The  number  of  men  surren- 
dered is  27,400,  although  more  names  are 
given.  All  the  militia  irom  South  Carolina, 
North  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  tbe  Gulf  States 
are  included.  Johnston  replied  on  the  16th, 
asking  an  interview  for  modifying  previous 
sgreement  of  surrendering  tbe  army.  Sher- 
man refused  this,  and  placed  the  subject  on 
the  basis  of  the  old  agreement,  but  named  tbe 
time  and  place  where  be  would  meet  him. 
They  met  near  Dunham's  Station,  25  milea 
from  Raleigb,  on  the  1 6th.  Johnston  was 
outspoken  and  frank  in  arranging  the  agree- 
ment for  capitulation.  A  few  minutes'  con- 
versation settled  tbe  preliminaries,  and  these 
were  rednood  to  writing,  and  are  the  same  in 
snbstanoe  as  those  extended  to  Lee.  Nego- 
oians  were  conduoted  in  Sherman's  name. 
Johnston- bad  no  intimation  of  th*  Lieut.- 
General's  presence  at  Raleigh  till  after  tbe 
terms  of  capitulation  wore  signed,  when 
Grant  quietly  pat  his  approval  on  the  back  of 
them. 

During  tbe  interview  between  Sherman 
and  Johnston  the  latter  informally  declared 
tbe  war  was  over,  and  to  continue  longer  was 
wrong  and  criminal,  and  that  when  Southern 
people  learned  ba  bad  surrendered  there 
would  be  none  to  consent  to  a  longer  continu- 
ance ol  the  contest.  He  stated  openly  that 
his  troops  should  fight  no  longer  if  they  oould 
obtain  reasonable  and  satisfactory  terms  ; 
that  he  would  disband  and  send  tbem  borne. 
Tbe  armies  wera  nearly  60  miles  apart  at  the 
time  the  capitulation  was  signed.  Sherman 
had  removed  part  of  his  army  from  beyond 
Raleigb  before  the  truce  was  agreed  on. 
"  er  signing  the  famous  memorial  this  force 
_s  moving  back  to  the  latter  oity,  except 
Kilpatriek's  cavalry,  which  was  picketed  at 
the  time  in  the  country  about  twenty  milea

To  tub  Editor  or  tub  British  Colonist. 
Sir,— 'As  in  yourfcoluruns  there  have  often  ap> 
peered  paragraphs  relating  to  this  settle- 
ment, most  of  tbem  holding  out  inducements 
for  parties  to  take  up  farms  here,  I  think  It 
right  that  the  publio  should  be  informed  of 
tbe  one  great  disadvantage  under  which  this 
district  lies,  viz.,  the  want  of  a  road  through 
it.  From  the  point  to  whioh  the  mall  steamer 
comes  to  the  upper  end  of  the  valley  is  a  dis- 
tance pf  about  seven  miles,  all  taken  up  by 
resident  settlers,  but  as  no  complete  survey 
bss  jet  been  made  they  do  not  correctly 
know  their  several  boundary  line*  and  then- 
fore  delay  fencing  their  lands.  Besides,  as  all 
carriage  traffic  here  is' done  by  ox  sleighs, 
and  as  there  are  a  few  wide,  dean  sloughs  in 
tbe  way  over  whioh  there  are  no  bridges,  tba 
settlers  generally  do  not  send  or  receive  goods 
or  live  stock  by  the  steamer,  but  take  tbem 
to  Green's  Landing,  about  three  miles  from 
wbereilhe  steamer  pom  at,  up  the  river  The 
schooner  Discovery  '  lies  to'  here,  and  this  is  a 
great  benefit  to  all  the  settlers  on  the  west 
side  of  the  rirer  as  wall  as  on  the  upper  and 
lower  prairies,  because  it  shortens  their  land 
carriage  three  miles.  Bat  even  this  benefit 
is  now  to  be  denied  them.  Tbe  road  for* 
rrcrly  ran  in  nearly  a  direct  line  from  the 
Chnrch  to  Green's  Landing,  through  the 
bole  of  Dnnoan's  claim  and  part  of  Green's, 
but  as  it  took  up  a  good  width  ol  rich  alluvial 
soil,  and  stock  passing  oonld  injure  tbe  crops, 
Duncan  has  thought  fit  to  open  up  a  road 
through  his  claim,  passing  his  own  house 
and  leading  to  Green's  Landing  by  connect-, 
ing  with  a  road  made  by  Green  for  bis  own 
private  purposes,  at  the  aame  time  shutting 
up  the  former  road,  and  showing  people  who 
wish  to  pass  tbe  way  ronnd  his  fence,  main- 
taining that  if  he  keeps  an  open  road  through 

by  the  proper  authorities.  On  the  other 
hand,  Green  declares  that  tbe  part  of  the 
road  with  which  Dnnoan's  road  connects  was 
mad.  by  him  for  his  own  use,  and  will  not 
allow  any  one  to  pass  on  it ;  indeed,  ha  has 
already  stopped  several  parties,  and  now  both 
both  be  and  Duncan  threaten  legal  prooeed- 
ngs  against  any  of  ns  who  trespass  through 
their  oiaims.  l  leave  you  to  judge  of  the 
perplexity  of  our  position.  More  than  thirty 
settlers  are  by  this  cut  oft  from  all  communi- 
cation with  tba  lower  settlement,  except  by 
foot.  As  each  of  the  obstructive  parties  be- 
lieves himself  to  have  law  and  justice  on  his 
side,  they  are  obstinate  as  unbroken  oxen, 
and  having  no  Magistrate  or  even  Justice  of 
the  Peace  nearer  than  Nanaimo,  it  would  not 
be  surprising  should  some  of  the  aggrieved 
settlers  tako  tbe  law  in  tbeir  own  handa  and 
destroy  both  fences. 

Hoping  that  this  will  in  some  measure  for- 
ird  the  survey  oMhe  district, 

Aobicoxa. 
P.S.— Sinoe  writing  the  above,  Mr.  Frank* 
lin.  Magistrate  from  Nanaimo,  has  been  here, 
and  on  tbe  case  being  laid  before  bim  be  told 
Duncan  that  tbe  settlers  had  a  legal  right  to 
poll  down  his  fences  and  walk  through  his 
cultivated  gronada  wherever  they  chose,  and 
since  be  walked  through  tbe  spring  oorn  him- 
self, along  with  Mr.  Cave,  tbe  settlers  have 
become  bolder,  and  have  opened  three  tracks 
lot  themselves  through  the  oorn  field,  and  as 
they  do  not  put  np  the  fence  after  them  hogs 
are  doing  considerable  damage  to  tbe  potatoa, 
Ac.  Now  I  much  doubt  whether  Mr.  Frank* 
lin's  decision  wss  arrived  at  after  mature  de- 
liberation,,  for  if  people  are  not  to  be  pro- 
ved in  their  property  alter  going  to  io  great 
expense  to  moke  it  valuable,  where  is  tbe  use 
of  law.  or  magistrates.

The  following  aooount  of  the  splendid  now 
steamar  Colorado,  constructed  to  ply  be" 
tween  San  Francisco  and  Panama,  it  given 
by  the  New  York  corespondent  of  the  Sa- 
cramento Union— 

The  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company'! 
new  ocean  palace,  the  Colorado,  was  opened 
to  public  inspection  yesterday.  She  ia  363 
leet  in  length,  46  feat  in  width,  21  feet  six 
ioohee  in  depth,  measures  3,890  tons,  and  cost 
about  $1,000  000.  Her  engines,  wbiob  were 
built  at  tba  Novelty  Works,  bave  cylinders  of 
105  inches  diameter  and  twelve  foot  stroke, 
and  are  of  the  finest  workmanship.  Tbe  cabin 
accommodations  on  tba  Colorado  are  not  in* 
ferior  to  those  on  tbe  great  Cunard  sleamsbip 
China,  there  being  oa  tbe  main  deck  fifty- 
two  commodious  state  rooms  for  families, 
and  in  tba  second  cabin  comfortable  berths 
for  fifteen  hundred  passengers.  In  fir.  appa- 
ratus the  ship  is  completely  equipped.  From 
the  main  boilers  several  great  tubes  extend 
to  stem  and  Hern,  and  to  these  are  attached 
twenty-lour  bom  pipes,  with  inoh-aod-a- 
quarter  noxxles,  eapable  of  flooding  every 
part  of  the  ship  at  five  minutes'  notice  ;  a 
steam  pipe  communicates  with  the  bold,  to
